REMARKS 

The present application has been deemed abandoned by the Patent and Trademark Office 
on the basis that Applicant's May 17, 2007 Response to the Notice to Comply mailed by the 
Patent and Trademark Office on April 17, 2007 was not fully responsive in that the computer 
readable form of the Sequence Listing, which was submitted on a CD along with the May 17, 
2007 Response, was not saved in American Standard Code for Information Interchange 
("ASCII") text format. Unintentionally, the file was saved on ".prj" file. Therefore, after the 
final date to respond had expired, the Examiner abandoned the application. 

On January 8, 2008, Applicant requested withdrawal of the holding of abandonment of 
the present application under 37 C.F.R. Sec 1.181. On May 27, 2008, however, the Office of 
Petitions denied the petition on the basis that the CD filed on May 17, 2007 is not identical to the 
CD filed with the petition, i.e., the CD filed on May 21, 2007 was in ".prj" file, whereas the CD 
resubmitted on January 8, 2008 was in ASCII text format. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), therefore, Applicant submits that the entire delay in 
filing the required reply to the April 17, 2007 Notice was unintentional. The CD submitted with 
the petition was taken from the same directory as the CD filed on May 17, 2007. Indeed, the file 
on the CD submitted with the petition is in ASCII text format. Thus, Applicant believes that it 
took necessary steps to ensure that the CD submitted on May 17, 2007 was in ASCII text format. 
Unfortunately, that was not the case. Applicant cannot determine how the file on the CD 
submitted on May 17, 2007 was in ".prj" file. In any event, Applicant reiterates that the 
Sequence Listing stored in the CD submitted with the petition is identical to the written 
Sequence Listing submitted back in May 17, 2007. 
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Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), Applicant submits the completed PTO/SB/64 petition 
form, and the petition fee. Applicant has already submitted the CD in ASCII text format back in 
January 8, 2008. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully requests the withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment, and subsequent revival of the present application
